7.— WilUun J. Bryan 
yesterday aftemoom gare oat the fol- 
lowing statement to the bimctalliRts of 
the United States : 

Conscious thiit inillioii-s of loynl hearts 
arc sndilciifcl hy f ciiiiiorjn y dcft'iit, I hog 
to offiT n word of liopi" !iihI encoiiragi*- 
Tiii'iit. No oiiiisc over Ii.-mI BupportorA 
luoro briivp, uarucBt iiml dovotod thtrn 
thoso who hiivo espouacd the cause of bl- 
motalllfliu. Thoy havo foiijxht from con- 
\lctlon«, and havo foiiKht with all tho 
zeal which conviction inspires. Events 
will provo whether right or wrong. Hav- 
ing done their duty as thoy saw It, they 
havo nothintt to rcgrot. 

The Kepiiblioan cnndldiito has l)oon hor- 
aided ft.s the ndvivneo agent of prosperity. 
If his policies bring real prosperity to th^' 
American people, those who oppo.-od hlni 
Win share in that prosperity. If, on tho 
Other hand, his poUcius prove an injury t. 
tho people generally, those of his support- 
en who do not belong totiie offloe-holdlng 
olau, or to the prirllugod classes, will suf 
fer in common with those who opposed 
him. Tho friends of bimetalliam hare 
nol been ranqnished; they hare simply 
been oTeroome. They believe that the 
gold standard is a oonspiraoy of the mon 
ey changers against the welfare of the hu 
man raoe, and until oonvinoed of their 
error, they will continue their warfare 
agjdnstit. 

The contest has been waged this year 
under great embarrassments and against 
great odds.

liut in spltv of tho efforts of the admin- 
istratiiiu ami its hiipporters, in Hi)ite of 
the llireals ul' money bianers at home and 
abmail, in spiU' of tlie coercion l>y corpo- 
rate emjiloyers, in spite of trusts aixl syii 
dieates, in spite of an enormous Hepiil)- 
liean eauipaltin fund and in spite of tin 
inlluenee iif a hostile daily press, bimeial 
lism has almost triiiinplied in its first 
great fl:fht. The loss of a few states, !iml 
that t(>ci l)y a very small plurality, has de 
feated liimotallism for the present, but bi 
metnllism emerges from tlu' contest 
Stronger than it was four montlis uf^o. 

I desire to commend tlie work of the 
three natioiutl comtnittiH's, wliich have 
joined iu tho mauagomeut of this cam- 
paign. Co-oporatlon between tho mem 
bers of dlstlnot political organizations is 
always difficult, but it has b^'u loss k.o 
this year than usual. Interest In a com- 
mon cause of groat Importance has re 
duced friction to a minimum. I hereby 
express my personal gratitude to the in- 
dividual members, as well as the ezoou- 
tive officers of the national committee of 
the Democratic, Populist and Silver parties 
for their efficient, untiring and unselflsh 
labors. They have laid the foundation 
of future success, and will be remem 
hered as pionfers whmi victory is at last 
secured.

Contint (1 closely 
as he was to Havana, he was obliged to 
rely upon the same official reports as 
wen^ teli'graplied to th(^ United Stares 
for news of w-hat was goilig on in the 
licld, so that his views of tlie military 
situation were rather narrow. Of 
eoursi' he was better jireparcd to dis- 
cuss tlie econoiiiic aspect of the Cuban 
qui'stion and i'.ftiT all this is likely to 
figure as Lvri<elv as any other factor in 
tlie (ouddenmon of oar fatoie rela- 
tions. 

General Leo is ahsolutely uncommu- 
nicative as to what passed between tlu' 
jiresidont and hiin.'^olf beyond the fact 
tliat th(>re was a free and full talk re- 
garding aifnirs on the island, in which 
the chief executive manifested a Kreat 
deal of interest. Concerning the future 
action of the administration respecting 
a change of policy on the part of the 
United States toward the inaoigents, 
General Lee diplomatically ihieldf him- 
self from answering questiona. 

He expects to leave Washington for 
his home iu Staunton, Va., as soon as 
possible. He does not indicate clearly 
tho length of his stay here, but leaves 
no doubt of his intention to return to 
his post within a reasonable period of 
time.

The pimento or allspice tree is culti- 
vated in the West Indies and Janniica, 
This beautiful tree usually grows to a 
height of about 80 feet It has a straight 
trunk, much branched above, and cot 
ered with • veiy smooth brown bark. 
The leaTea Taiy in sire and shape, but 
are always of a dark, Hhiiimg ^n i i 
color. During tho months of .July and 
August the tree is in full bloom, the 
blossoms oousistiug of very fragrant, 
small, white flowers. 

When • neif plantation of pimento 
trees is to be fbrmed, no regular sowing 
or planting takes place, because it is 
next to impossible to propagate the 
young plants or to raise them from 
sn ds in parts of tho country where they 
are not found growing spontaneously 
Usually a piece of land is selected either 
close to a plantation already formed or 
in a part of the woodland where pimen- 
to trees are growing in a native state. 
The chosen piece of land is then cleared 
of all wood except these tiees, and tho 
felled timber is allowed to remain on 
the ground for the purpose of protecting 
the very young pimento plants. 

At tho end of two years tbe land is 
thoroughly cleared, and ouly tile most 
vigorous iiimento trees and plants aro 
left standing. The plant a come to ma- 
turity in abont wvw ywm. 

In favorable seasons the pimento crop 
is enormous, a single tree often yielding 
a hundred or more pounds of the dried 
spice. The berries aro picked while 
green, because if left on the tree nntil 
ripo tin y lo.-e their pungent taste and 
aro valueless. The green berries are ex- 
posed to the sun for ■ week or ten days, 
when they ioae their green color and 
turn a reddish brown. When perfectly

About midway between Berwick and 
Polegate stationa, at a point where the 
side of the bill is very precipitous, tboss 
who know exactly tbe spot where to 
look will be able to see from tbo rail- 
way carriage windows a sort of nido 
imitation of the human form outlined 
in white. Tho figure, which is between 
20U and 800 feet in height, holds a long 
staff iu each hand. This is "tbe Long 
Man of Wilmington," once tbs oentsr 
of profound TSBSfatloB and wotsblpb 
but now merely M ObJCOt of iBtsmt lO 
the curious. 

In order to obtain on adequato idea of 
this great hillside figure, dominating 
the surrounding country and ap))earing 
to watch as gnaidian over the little vil* 
lage below, it is desirable to approach 
it afoot, tramping along the winding 
lanes, as the pilgrims of old must have 
tramped when they canio hither on the 
occasion of Bomo groat religious festival. 
Seen from afar, tho figure does not ap- 
pear to be of remarkable size, but grad- 
ually, as one approaches the hill, it as- 
sumes an imposing and definite shape. 

Tho figure, about 240 feet in height, 
was merely shaped in the turf so as to 
allow tho chair to appear through. In 
tho course of timo these depressions iu 
the surface became almost impercepti- 
ble, and to such an extent was the fig- 
ure neglected that at last it was only 
possible to make out the form at a dis- 
tance when tho slight hollows were 
marked by drifted snow or when tho 
oblique rays of tlic rising or .setting sun 
threw them into a deep shadow. In or- 
der to preserve the form of tho Long 
Man, and to render it at the same time 
easily distinguishable at a distance the 
outline was marked by a single lino of 
white brinks placed closely together. 
Tho effect has been to pimluco a some- 
what Startling figure, which is plainly 
visibla in flns weather from • greot dis- 
tance. 

There are in different parts of the 

country other examples of extremely 
rude and early hilisido figures, and, al- 
though the \ery fact of their great an- 
tiquity renders it unlikely that histor- 
ical or documentary evidence will be 
foxthcomiug as to their design or precise 
purpose, it is very satisfactory to And 
that an explanation has been found 
which will at once account for many at 
their peculiarities. 

Tho theory is that those aro sacrificial 
figures. Wo learn from tho writings of 
Csasar that the Qauls (and the Britons 
were doubtless included) had figures of 
vast size, the limbs of which, formed of 
osiers, tbey filled with living men. Tho 
figure was ultimately fired, and tho 
miserable victims perished iu tho fiomes. 

There is a local saying in Sussex, 
probably of great antiquity, in which 
the Long Man is mentioned in reference 
to tbe weather. It runs : 

Wbaa Flrla hlU and Long Mau bus a cap, 
Wa at A'stoB s*ts a drap. 

SURPRISING THE ORIENTALS.

An interesting account of a visit to a 
Chinese arsenal near Fuchan is given 
bf a correspondent of Oassier's Maga- 
zine. Ho says: 

"Taking out two drills, I sent them 
in and iumu diately was invited to enter. 
Tho official was polite, bowing and 
shaking his own handa^ as is theonstom 
among Chinamen, and offered me a cup 
of tea. 

"There happened to 1)0 several forg- 
ings in tho room, and as I pressed tho 
drills against llu in and pointed to over 
tho wall hu scuiuod to comprehend what 
was wanted, and in a few minutes I 
was iu i| large, well lighted machine 
shop. I might say this extensive plant 
was built and equipped by Frsnoh Sngi- 
neers some 15 years ago. 

"The native foreman examined my 
tools with great interest and called iu 
several assistants. All looked puzzled 
and did not seem to know what they 
were for. Walking to a drill press, I 
took out the flat drill, and, after con- 
siderable packing around tho shank, 
succeeded in getting one of my taper 
shank twist drills to run fairly true in 
the spindle. There must have been 50 
Chinamen working in the room, and 
ereiy one had gathered around this 
press. The foreman ordered them off 
repeatedly, and then, looking at me, 
laughed good naturodly and gavo it up. 

"Ho brought a piece of cast iron, but 
I wanted something harder to drill, so 
I walked over to a large planer and 
took a long extension tool, made from 
8 by 1^ inch tool steel, and clamped it 
up to tbo table of the drill press. Ho 
shoi k his head, intimating that tho 
twist drill could not go through, and 
the crowd of wcsfanMi aaitlsd grants 
of approvsL 

"Tbe press started, the lips of tbe 
twist drill turned out two spiral chips. 
The men elbowed me to one side. There 
was a sea of pigtails bending down, 
watching the marvelous action of that 
little tool. As the chips grew in length 
the expressions of wonderment la* 
creased. 

"It happened that the chips did not 
break until they were abont 14 inches 
long. Then others started, and each 
timo thatlhey broke off they were eager- 
ly snatched by tho men, some burning 
their fingers, and examined oaisfoUy 
from end to end. 

"The dull edges of the drill were 
shown around and then ground and 
started again, and the fact that tho drill 
would cut us well as tho first timo 
caused increased amazomont and mur- 
murs. I have made many tests with 
twist drills, bnt DtvMr btfoN sooh an 
appreciative and demoostnitiT* Mdi-.

A PECULIAR BUSINESS.

James Partit and hia children earn 
all the money they make raising leech- 
es, fcr the work of brefdiny llie bloi d- 
suckers on the Partit farm on Toms 
river, near Lacy, N. J., is nothing com- 
pared with tho labor of catching them. 
Tho wary leech will take hold of nothing 
but human flesh, so tho members of the 
Partit family, big and little, plunge 
their left's into the swamp and draw 
them up presently with the prey at- 
tached. 

Farmer Partit doesn't seem to think 
a little blood letting hnrta one. 

"They are as good as a dose of spring 
physio, " says he. "Why, me and the 
III y^ (ret so fat and healthy doing nothing 
all winter that we need something like 
this to keep us in order. If wo finhed 
too long at a time, they might do some 
barm, but we know when to stop. Aft- 
ar the season is over we feel fresher and 
better than if we hadn't been leeching. 
They ore just like mosquitoes— they 
tuck out all tho bad blood and leave 
tlip gocid, and that's why. I Hnppi^se, we 
feel so good after a montli's work in the 
swamp. I think we'd all have malaria 
down in this wet place if it wasn't for 
the leeches. No man eonld wade through 
such a niudhole without getting malaria 
unle.'.s sonietliiiiK helped him." 

His farm yielils 500,1)00 leeches a 
year, and the price is 20 or .'iO cents for 
100, t;iv;ii^' an annual income of 1*1,000 
to the family. The market is l^ow York 
or Philadelphia, where the leeches uro 
distribute d to the trade. 

Half a century ago this would have 
been a fireat bu.'^ini .'is, but the I.elii f in 
1( echos has fallen oft' in this country. 
I -u rope clings to tho practice, and Paris 
consumes tt, 000,000 leeches yearly, 
while London finds nse for over 7,000, - 
000 a year. 

James Partit or his boys, when wad- 
(li.-e(]V( red the pie.-t nee of the leech- 
< s m hisKwampH. Ho looked up the sub 
ject and decided tliat he would supply 
the American market, which hitherto 
bad depended on Europe. He found that 
buyers preferred the Hungarian fellow 
of olive green without spots, or else the 
G(rinan hteh, with dark green body 
siH.tted below with lilack. He got a few 
fcpecimeiis and put thim iu ihe pond. 
They multiplied rapidly after their ene- 
mies^ the water snakes, were extermi- 
nated, and soon the first leech pond in 
the country was established. Tbo young 
are ready for market in about a year, 
but repro(liu;tion takes three years. The 
r,v( rage lifo of a li ech is 15 or 20 years. 
Usually a healthy man can fish iu the 
swamp four or five bonrs without losing 
enough blood to exhatut him. The leech 
has three jaws snd from SO to 00 teeth. 
When these get going, in a short time 
the leech will swallow fire times his 
weight iu bhjod. 

All this is more pleasant than tho 
practice elsewhere about New York of 
fattening leeches for the market on de 
cr(«pit old horses which have been con- 
demned to the boneyaid.— New York 
Press.

Neither 
did tho man who made the lirst wheel, 
in every sense one of the most revo- 
Intionary inventions in the history of 
man. The same thing may be said of 
the invention of soap, candles, gun pow- 
der, umbrellas and the mariner's com- 
pass, or, to come down to our own day, 
of the steam engine and tho electric tele- 
graph. 

Patents are mostly oonoerned with 
small mechanical details and improve- 
ments — it may be in the application of 

steam and electricity — and by means of 
these patents t normous profits have been 
secured to second rate inventors, but the 
great ideas and discoveries which un- 
derlie these details have been given to 
the world gratia 

There is a general notion that if you 
did not protect inventions by means of 
patents inventors would cease to invent 
and material progress would ccjme to a 
standstill. But history does not bear tiiis 
out in tho least Men with great me- 
chanical gifts do not exercise them sole- 
ly with a view to commercial profit any 
more than astronomers search the heav- 
ens for new worlds with an eye to regis- 
tering patents and floating ooupauies 
on the results of their disoovariesL^Loa* 
don Truth.

Sh( speaks 44 dialects, and writes 
beautifully in Hebrew, English, Span- 
ish, Portuguese and Italian. Expert lin- 
guists have tested her in these as well 
as in Danish, Norwegian, French, Ger- 
nnui, (ireek, Arabic, Moori-h, Mosoou, 
y dialects of tho west Atri' an ceasr, 7 
of tho Brazilian empire, .-lie has 
been ablo to speak fluently iu several 
others of the oriental dialects. 

Her mother died iu Madrid when she 
was born. Her father wos assassinated 
in his own house in Spain fi>r political 
reasons wlien slie wa-^ but lo years <ild. 
(She Was stalilii d in tic fare at the tun ■, 
and still curried tiie scar at the corner 
of her left eye. 

This caused her to lose her eyesight 
until she was treated by celebrated 
oculists of (4reat Britain, by whom her 
sight was restoretl. 

Her godpareiits, with whom she trav- 
eled all over tiie world, managed to 
gather np about $100,000 of the old es- 
tate, which was turned over to her at 
tho time she married Captain Henry 8.

There will be siniie flouncing around 
for awhile, but the younger soon learns 
how easy it is to work wb«D both atop 
and keep time together. 

Btnttering, or making notes over, ia 
also prevt iited. While playing tho pri- 
mo, the lett( rs above the stufT become 
more fiiniiliar, causing the pupil also to 
read two treliles. Playing tlm Kecondo 
helpa the miud to retain tho low bass 
note% while two basses are read to- 
gether. 

&:nrely it gives new life to tbe yonng 

pupil, imagining, ns they seem to do, 
that the \vli( le pleaFiiig peifurmancc 
proceeds fiom tin ir own little fingers 
alone. Then there aro other brnrfus. If 
the teacher holds a correct baud, the 
pupil copies it If he raiaea the handa at 
the rests, the pupil is prompted to do 
the s tme.

The gathering up of as many unique 
aud interesting vari( tics of these mugs 
OS they cau find has become a fad with | 
many people, and it ia followed np with I 
the same devoted zeal whicli ahvajs j 
marks the collecting mania, whatrvi r i 
form it may chaiu'e to take. In stu- ' 
dents' rooms, clubs aud bachelor apart- 
ments it ' ia to be presumed that the 
steins are intended for at least occasion- 1 
al use, although it must be confessed 
thiit ornamentation is tho chief idea. ] 
But there aro many purchasers of tho 
German beer mugs who would never 
dream of filling them with that fluid or 
any other. They are meant solely to be 
looked at— to be handled, if at all, with 
the utmost respect — and a high place 
amid tho more old fashioned and conse- 
quently less interesting bric-a-brac of 
the room is awarded them. Women 
form a large portion of the class which 
regards the stein as a dooorative object 
pure ai}d simple. Some importers in the 
city have rooms reserved especially for | 
tladr W(mien customers, who drop in 
frequently to inquire whether there are 
any novelties in the designs or in the 
ware itself. I 

All the steins In this country aro im- 
ported from Qermany, and nearly oil of 
thent from the Rhine provinces. The 
oldest and best known manufactories, I 
some of which have been in e.xisti neo 
for I'ij centuries, are iu Hhenish l^rus- ' 
sia, tlie duchy of Luxemburg aud iu 
Lorraine. Certain kinds of ware charac- 
terize the different places, but tbe proc- 
esses to which the clay and stone are 
subjected ill the making are kept care- 
fully guarded by the possessors of the 
secrt t. Lime is one of the chief ingredi- 
ents of tbe softer earthenware mugs, 
and ground quartz and feldspar form 
the basis of the harder. The glazing is 
an art which has taken the greatest 
amount of study and asperlment to de- 
velop successfully. 

It is the task of an artist to decorate 
the steins. All the figures and insorip- 
tious must bo painted on, and the mug 
then fired, as in china decoration in this 
country. The work npon the most cost- 
ly specimens is of a highorderof merit. 
Some t)f the raised scroll Drnamentatimi i 
cau be made by putting tlie .«oft clay iti- I 
to a mold, but tbe figures of meu and ! 
animals which stand out in relief aro 
formed by an artist modeler, who must 
bo a good deal of a sculptor in his way. | 
Familiar .'■■ernes from history and from 
fiction are favorite subjects for illustra- 
tion on the steins.

Mrs. Kwiug, in her "Art of Cook- 
er}-," mentions somi^ points about tmil- 
iug that may not have suggested them- 
selves to all the housewives. When tiie 
density of water is increased by the ad- 
dition of salt or sugar or some other 
substances, it retains heat longer and 
requires a higher temperature to make 
it boil, but on mountains, or where the 
pressure of tho atmosphere is lessened 
by any cause, it boils at a lower tem- 
parotore. The thermometer shows that 
under ordinary oonditions at tbe level 
of the sea water boils at 212 degrees, 
and that after it has reached the boiling 
point and begins to es<^ap»' in steam it is 
only a waste of fuel to iucrease tho heat 
of tba fire. The water will evaporate 
or pass off in steam man rapidly by the 
addition of more beat, but it will grow 
no hotter, and articles immersed in it 
will cook uo sooner by being rapidly 
boUad.

"That a big Bcction of lower New 
York some day will be wiped oat by 
&re ia itrobable if existing conditions 
continue," Fire Chief Bonner said to a 
Press reporter. 

Tbeso conditions are the height of the 
baildlnga, the material need in their 
constnictidi), tlio narrowm ss of the 
Btreets aud tln' iiiadcquary of tlic water 
supi)ly. 

It is a favorite urgunieut that if worst 
came to worst, bnildiugs ahead of a 
tmming conld be blown up, as the 
farmer toma a dead farrow to check the 

prairie fire. Tliisthnnry is !iot a'lvanccd 
any more liy intrlligi ut men, s.ij.s tbo 
chief. 

"We can li^jht a firo 125 feet high, or 
ten stories. Above that wo are well 
nigh helpleaa. They say that the modem 
tall flrepiiroof bnildingneedanotas mnoh 
protection as the ordinary low structure. 
But the fireproof building is yet to be 
built. Tho couiuinniHts couldn't destroy 
Paris in 1871 even by the use of barnd.^ 
of petrolenm. In American buildings 
all the necessities of a big, hot fire, 
withont the aid of a drop of petroleum. 
The large strnctares in foreign cities 
are bailt far more solidly than oars. 
Having fewer forests and less wood, 
European builders get along with little 
in.sidu trim of wood. In in and steel in 
these days have taken the place in this 
ooantry of niaaonty. lining with- 
stands Hre as well as a well constructed 
brick walL Iron colamns are covered 
with foor inches of terra cotta or brick, 
which fire and water can tear oif iu a 
short time. Then tho stripped iro)i is 
left to warp and twist aud tamble. I 
belieTo Um ooveiing aboDld be eight 
inohea 

"With only one night watchman in a 

building, in danger, like all mortalH, of 
sudden thickness or incapacity, and \vitli 
no night eli vator, a lire could get a 
good headway in the upper floors of a 
80 or 80 story bnilding. Bursting out 
of the windows and fanned by a strong 
wind, the flames could easily leap the 
narrow stnuits of lower New Y(jik and 
a fire of enormous extent aud damage 
begin. 

"I have always opposed putting a big 
building in City Hall park, believing 
that the time inight oome when that 
area, needful ai a bate of operations, 

would be the salvation of the city." 

Most of the new skyscrapers have fire 
fighting appliaiiees of tlieirown of more 
or less valao. Tanks on the roof and iu 
the oellar are supplied and kept full by 
▼ariona qratemS) but theae are aa much 
for the ordinary requirements of tenants 
as for iwssible use in fire. Some of the 
structures have staudpipes inside or ont- 
tiidn tlie wall. Legally there is no way 
of couipelliug the builders of what is 
oalled a "fireproof" building to put in 
more than the most ordinary fire appli- 
ances, even above the 185 foot line. 

Building a 30 story structnre is mnch 
like building a dwelling house in one 
respect — there's always deviations from 
the plans aud iniijrovenn nts upon tlieni. 
For every alteratitm from the drawing's 
filed with the building department the 
permlasion of the board of examiners 
must be had. If the alterations are prop* 
er, consent is granted, bat on condi- 
tion that approved lire appliances be put 
in the building, particularly in the up- 
per stories. These include a stipulation 
that at least one elevator shall be ready 
to mn at any time in the nig bt iu or- 
der that the firemen can get np and 
down quickly; the putting of hoae and 
firo bnoLets on each floor, aud, usually, 
a staudpipe, with couplings for eaeli 
floor. When the builders consent to odd 
these equipments aud others deemed 
neoeasaiy, inolndlsg a competent night 
watch service, permission is granted to 
make the alterations. This applies, of 
OOUrac, only to buildings under con- 
struction recently. Of those already up 
there is small hope unless the under- 
writers' offer of lower premiums appeal 
sufficiently to the pocketbook. 

To the end that the fire resistance of 
building materials shall be known posi- 
tively, fire tests have been made under 
the supervision of the superintendent of 
buildings. Three such public ( xhibitions 
already have been held, and they will 
be continued at intervals through tho 
winter. When finished, Superintendent 
Constable will make • report to the 
board of examiners. 

The cry for more water in the lower 
part of the city has been insisteut for 
years. Many have been tho plans for 
reservoirs at the Battery and on either 
aide half a mile or a mile np stream. 
Brery time an extra line of pipe has 
been laid with the object of furnishing 
the needed surplus it has been tapped 
np town. The tirn and building depart- 
ments hope that the two 48 inch mains 
beiug laid in Fifth avenue will be kit 
for the relief of the section below Cham- 
ben itreet. Chief Bonner says the Forty-

rrraeli lavMUmi 9t Omt Tales In ITaval 

Maneuver* In War. 

Quite r(>ei )iily tin n lias bf< ii brought 
out by the French navy a mysterious 
device known as la raticre, or the 
rattrap light It is a thing of small 
dimensions and is placed on the deck of 
the vcsseL It throws out an electric 
light that can only be discovered dead 
ahead. La ratiert^ is (MiiiKtriu ted na f(d- 
lows: A square box has within it utune 
end a concave mirror, in front of which 
is adjusted an arc light. The light is 
focused upon a planoconvex lens placed 
midway of the length of the box ko 
that the rays of light are i n jutid 
through a silvered tubo as a buiidlf of 
parallel rays. By the sides of the out' r 
end of the silvered tul)e8 aro placed two 
prisms, one of red and the other of 
green glass, end through* which a por- 
tion of the light passes in divergent 
rays. At a distance of several miles tbo 
light of a rutiere appears as a small 
point, and ronsecjuently dilBcult of du- 
teotion to those not knowing the quarter 
in which to look for it Its detection is 
thus rednoed to a minimum, as it can 
only be seen within a nulins of a few 
feet at such distance. 

Till' use of the rf d and gn en rays is 
for the purpo.se of enabling the vessel to 
whom the signal is intended to know in 
which direction to steer so as to come 
within the eone of white light should 
the white ray disappear. By means of 
this invention night signals ran be mado 
when flasliliKhts and rcx^kets might be 
UFoless or liable to betray tho position 
of the fleet to the enemy. It can also be 
used as a guide to a squadron in line^ 
with all oilier lights ont» in dangerous 
latitudes, aa it cannot be seen either to 
the right or left, but only dead ahead or 
dead a.stf rn. Tlie French admiralty at- 
tacli(>s great importance to this light, 
aud has taken extraordinary pn euutions 
to gaord it against discovery. For pur- 
poses of maintaining the projection of 
tho light npon a horizontal plane, which 
otherwise would be disturbed by the 
to.^Hing and pitching of the vessel, the 
lamp is arranged to float in a ves.sel 
containing mercury, while an electrical- 
ly connected compass maintains the azi- 
muth direotion of the light at any set 
angle.— San Franeiaoo CalL 



BLOCKADE THREATENED. 

BoMels JMngiMi w ith Tasl ktooda of

Buffalo is threatened with the biggest 
blockade of vessels in the history of the 
people. Chieagog Milwaukee, Dnlutli 
and the ports of Lake Erie are pouring 
in vast floods of grain every day, much 
greater than the eltvators can handle, 
aud It no-.v looks as though the elevators 
would bo hopelessly swamped in a few 
days unless there is a let up iu the ar- 
rival of the fleetSL 

The immense grain crops of the west 
aro now ready for shipment, aud under 
tho iuflucuee of tlie demand grain rates 
at Chicago aud Dulutli have advanced 
to such a figure as to attract the fleets 
usually busy in the iron ore trade. 
There was grain enough to go around 
for nearly all the boats iu service, and 
vessels that had been laid up wore fitted 
out again and sent aflc r grain cargoes. 
Nearly all cf this grain has conto to 
this port, and tho elevators have been 
unable tO unload the boats ou their ar- 
rival. 

There were nearly a score of boats 
waiting ut one time for one elevator. 
Vt s.sel owners will be fortunate if their 
boats are not detaiued many days at a 
time unless the flow of grain la ahnt off 
soon. 

APPALLING DISTRESS. 

Dlaastroaa BMUlto In Labrador Owing to 
tiM VaUoM 9t CmI nshlog. 

Only prompt charity will save the 
people of Labrador from starving. 

The coast for about 600 miles is in- 
habited by S, 000 settlers living in small 
fishing villages. Tbecouditionsof esist- 
enoe, never very favorable, are rendered 
appalling this year by the failure of the 
ood flshery. 

Dr. Greufcll, superintendent of the 
Deep Sea mission, reports: 

"At iSquaru island we found an au:w- 
ions crowd. Not a family had enough to 
prevent starvatitm thia winter and no 
moans of getting fbod. We arranged to 
supply 26 barrela of flour, 10 sacks of 
biscuit, a poncheon of molasses aud a 
chest of tea, in return for which tho 
people will saw wood, which we hope 
to sell next suuimer. An enormous boon 
is conferred upou these settlements eveu 
by such small aMiatauce as this. Quilts 
and counterpanea are invaluable. Most 
houses have an utterly inadequate supply 
of bedelotblng."— New York World.

He 
timidly went back into the hall, and 
there was Kelly, sober as a judge and 
"straight as a striug, " making tho hit 
of his life. After that all the German 
could do was to sit down at a table to 
weep and order beer tor everybody 
around. 

In telling the st'iry Kelly used to pay 
merely to finish the st<;ry, "1 .saw him 
after that when 1 really did have a tidy 
number aboard, but he only laughed and 
said. 'No, Chon, you oan't fool me.' "

A reporter who had sought at a fire 
engine house information on a point 
concerning which the driver could best 
inform him stood talking with tho 

driver by tbo stall of ono of tho horses. 
Tho l;(.rs(! was stcuriMl by a fie strap 
commonly u.sed in the department. One 
( nd of the tie strap is made fast ty a 
staple driven iuto tho side of tiio stall, 
while the other end Is passed through 
tho thitoat latch of the horse's bridle and 
held on a pin that rises in a little recess 
in the side (,f the .stall. Hy means of a 
sinipk' nie<-lKiiiieal contrivance the [lin 
is pulled down at the fh>t stroke of tho 
gong when an alarm is suunUud, tho tie 
strap is released, and the horso is set 
free. As tbo driver and the reporter 
talked, the horse, in a friendly sort of 
way, bouthia head down toward the 

driver. 

Suddenly an alarm was sounded, and 
the liorsu was transformed, and like- 
wiso tho driver. The horse's head went 
up, aud he was alert in every liber. At 
the first stroke the pin bad dropped, and 
the horse was fn e, Vt'itli a single bound 
he clean d the i-tall and made for his 
place by tho engine, with tiie driver be- 
side him. The other two horses of thu 
team— this was a three horse team- 
were clattering forward at the same 
moment At the fMnt of the house men 
were sliding down poles like lightning. 

There were a few sliarp, quick, snap- 
ping sounds, as the men already there 
BiiapiK d the collars together around thu 
horsi s necks, and over it all tiie boom* 
ing of the gong. 

In all the newer flrehouses of the oity 
the stalls of tho horses are placed as 
nearly as possible abreast of the engine, 
so that tho horses siiull havu the shortest 
possible distance to go. In some of tho 
older liouses, in which there is less room, 
tbe stalls are at the rear. That is where 
(hey were in tbia bonie. 

Surprised a little, the reporter had 
lost a second or two in getting to tho 
frout. When ho got there, ho saw the 
driver iu bis seat htjlding the lines over 
the team ready to drive out and waiting 
only for the last stroke on the gong. 

All fire teams are hooked np on every 
alarm. On first alam they go oat only 
to fires within their own district This 
alarm was for a firo outside the district. 
Unliooked, tho horses trotted back to 
their stalls. iJe^eeiiding from bis seat, 
thu driver took up the interrupted con- 
versation just as if nothing bad hap- 
pened.— New York Sun.

The new ritlo 
carries five rouiels in the magazine, in 
of small calibi r (.;] inelii and has a 
smokeless ammunition. service th»J 
bayonet scabbards are left at home, aud 
thu quadraugulur bayonet is carried 
fixed. The barrel of the rifle U uncased 
and screwed into the body, an arrange- 
mi iit which lielps to lessen the weight 
—in fact, the rifh-, witb bayonet fixed. 
Weighs only yi^ pounds, or about a 
pound less than the Lee-Metford riflo 
and bayonet used in tbe British service.

Throughout tbe Russian oavaliy tbe 
men are armed with a curved sword, 
o 1 '-.2 inches long, and rifle and bayonet. 
In the Cossacks the front ranks carry a 
liinee. In artilh ry the liussians are par- 
ticularly str( ng, and their armament 
aud projectiles are of the latest aud 
most approved patterns. The active 
army aud field reserve troops alone oon> 
taiu upward of 600 batteries, manning 
over 4, 000 guns. General staff oiTicers 
form a closed corps and are recruiteil 
from tho.ie who pass the general siatf 
academy. Tho duties uf the general 
staff, broadly speaking, include the 
movements and operations of tiie army, 
intelligence of the enemy and recon- 
noissauce of the theater of war. 

It is laid down that on marches, when 
at a distanee from the enemy, it is of 
tho first imjiortauce to study the (-(.m- 
fort aud couveuieuce oi the tr< (>]is by 
separating arms aud seudiug ou billet- 
ing parties and bakers to provide for 
tbe wants of the troops bef(ir< hand. 
When near the enemy, however, and on 
a march that may lead to an encounter, 
the troops advance closed up as much as 
possible in columns and aim mainly at 
swiftness aud secrecy. — Pull Mall Ga- 
aette.

PmLADELFHIA, Nov. 7. — Alumiiiuin is 
to be tested m a metal vaitable for coius 
<rf minor denominations. There nre 
many skeptics, but the f'xpiTiiiii iits will 
be watched with iiiteri'st. Ahiiiiiiiuin, 
which has never yet found u pliico in 
the cnrroncy of any nation, is to be 
■worked up into trial coins. It is also to 
be f;iven a ehance in new alloys. Alum- 
inum is a metal of wliich but little lia.s 
been known until recently, and it has 
been found useful in .so many waj's that 
a sort of popular id( a prevails that it 
would be good for coins. Ohief among 
its advantnpes would bo its very light 
weight. Cents made of it could readily 
be distinguished from coins of the same 
size bj this reuuirkablo liglituess alone. 

Dr. D. K. Tuttle, the chief refiner at 
the mint, M'ho knows all about the prop- 
orties of metals, is somewhat skeptical, 
however, as to whether aluminum vrill 
come out of the proposed tests with fly- 
ing colors. It is estremelj difllcnlt to 
anneal, and when heated ■mil suddenly 
run like butter instead of becoming 

enstio. There would bo trouble in roll- 
g it into the long strips from which 
disks are cut prepaiatoiy to stamping. 
Of couroe it can be worked, but not 
with Builicient ease and rapidity to make 
it practicable for coining on a hnyv 

bca'.e.

They 
were captured in the mountains of 
Mingo county at dusk Thursday night 

After two days and nights' tireless 
trailing and rcconnoitering the Hat- 
fields were lo<'ated in a natural r(Kl: 
fort in the mountains, which was used 
by their faction as a pLu'e of refuge 
during their trouble with the McCoys 
of Kentucky six years ago. 

Hatfield and his son w<Te asleci) in a 
crevice of .i larKc roe:k cliff when the 
ofticers discovered them. Hatfield had 
two Wineliivsters and two revolvers, 
while the boy was sleejiiiig with a Win- 
chester lyiiif.' on each side of hini. 

Hatfield and bis son are charged witli 
the iiiur(l( r of .lolin Rutherford, Elliott 
Rutherford and Haiise Chambers in an 
election quarrel at Mutewan, W. Va. 

"Caj)" Hatfield for ye.ars led the fa- 
mous band of Hatflelds against the Mc- 
Coys. The fame of that feud spread 
over tlu' whole country. Hatfield is 
charged with killing 17 men iu the past 
20 years. 

Thousands of persons are surronnding 
the jail here, attempting to get a peep 
at the outlaws. They were brought 
here for fear of mob violence. 

The capture is regardwl as a remarka- 
ble one, for the whole Hatfield faction 
was reported to have arisen to the de- 
fense (^f their old time leader at any 
hazard.
